This is an old plaint with me, as 
you will recognise.

suffered the considerable pains ‘that 
attend the process of “ growing up.” 
It is much more adult to be a person 
merely, unassociated with the 
humble _ confraternities of. egali- 
tarian liberals. known as “the 
nations.” You will be aware of the 
formula prescribed as the pre- 
liminary to civil marriage. You 
must publish a notice in the papers 
certifying that your name is so-and- 
so, that you have not attended a 
place of public worship for so many 
weeks, -and so on. Similar 
renunciations in respect of \ongagrg 
drinking, fighting, and witty talk 
should entitle a man born here to 
statutory denationalisation. One 
serious difficulty at present is that if 
you renounce one “nationality,” 
you must. simultoneously assume 
another. It’s like being cured of flu 


“on condition that you are satisfied 


to contract measles. To be.a person, 
completely unaware of nationalistic 
neuroses is a very fine ambition, 
and more will be heard of my plans 
in this regard in another time and 
at another place.

IRST of all, I have a couple. of 
F crows to pluck with the 
Wicklow County Council. To 
County Councils, as institutions, I 
have no particular objection, and it 
must not be assumed that I am 
coming forward as an advocate of 
the managerial system, in spite of 
the grand job that is being done in 
Co. Dublin by my friend, Mr. Dan 
‘Donovan. But I am afraid that 
the Wicklow Council has been mis- 
behaving itself. 
me be more explicit. , Some 
young mer. -f my _ acquaintance, 
employed by the Dublin. United 
Transport mpany, have taken 
over turf-banks near the Glencree 
Reformatory. These young men 
are admirable citizens, who not 
only svend most of their spare time, 
such as it is, cutting turf on 
the bog, but actually take days off 
at their own expense, in o to 
get on with the job. One of them, 
to my own knowledge, won more 
then nine tons of excellent turf 
last year, although he had no 
revious experience; and this year 
e hopes to do even better. 


Good Citizens ' 

This is the sort of thing that 
ought to be enco ; and it is 
here that the Wicklow County 
Council comes in. My young 
friend, who happens to a bus 
‘conductor, has to make his way 
from Enniskerry to Glencree on a 
bicycle. Anybody who has made 
the trip would know just how long 
those seven miles really are. In 
practice, one has to most of 
the way, and, were it not for the 
pleasure -of the return journey, 
which is all downhill, it would be 
almost easier to go on foot. I am 
informed that,: every morning, the. 
journey is made up to the bog by 
an empty lorry belonging to the 
Wicklow County Council; and the 
young men—there are several. of 
them — who are doing such good 
work for the nation; as well as-for 
themselves, are not permitted to 
give themselves the luxury of a lift. 

It takes them about an hour and 
a half to get up-to Glencree by 
bicycle. W they get there, they 
naturally are pretty tired, and it 
seems to me that it would ‘not be 
too much to éxpect the County 
Council authorities to stretch a 
point in their favour. I believe 
that the difficulty’ has something to 
do with insurance; but I am told that 
the turf-winners have offered to pay 
the necessary premium, or to in- 
demnify the Council against any 
ossible loss. Surely this is a case 


to be stretched! 


An Eyesore 

My other grievance against the 
Wicklow County Council is zsthetic, 
rather than economic. Delgany, in 
- opinion, is one oÍ the prettiest 
villages in” Ireland; in fact, it is a 
lovely village. Just outside the 
rectory there is a small grass patch 
which .serves no purpose of any 
kind. A few years ago the local

Bandon Grammer School

santer. I see that Bandon Gram- 
mar School has acquired new 
Headmaster in the pérson of my 
ood friend, Ivan McCutcheon, who 


or some time past has been a - 


housemaster in -the Bishop Foy 
School in Waterford. McCutcheon 
is rather a remarkable young man. 
He took Sizarship in Irish in Trinity 
College, became .-a Scholar in 
Spanish and Irish, and ultimately 
graduated with a First: Class 
Moderatorship and Exhibition in 
Modern Literature. Hé was awarded 
a Humboldt travelling scholarship 
to Germany, and studied at Bonn 
under the famous Professor Curtius, 
one of the most distinguished 
philologists in Europe, coming back 
to Ireland only a month before the 
war. 

He was a well-known member ot 
the Dublin University Boat Club, 
and was a' member of the crew 
which competed in the Mortlake- 
Putney Head of the River Race at 
the Henley Royal Regatta in 1938. 
Apart from all this, he is a born 
schoolmaster, and was exceedingly 
popular with boys and parents alike 
while he was in Waterford. 


A Protestant Colony 

In this case Waterford’s loss 
undoubtedly is Bandon’s_ gain. 
McCutcheon, who is a native of 
Nenagh, and whose brother, Caleb, 
while in the Army, was editor 
of An Cosantoir, is, so far as I 
know, the only Irish-speaking head- 
master of a. Protestant secondary 
school in Ireland. I cannot say 
whether or not he is the first who 
can make that claim... In Bandon 
he will find plenty of scope for. his 
abilities as an organiser as well as a 
teacher; for there is a _ large 
Protestant colony in West Cork, 
although of recent years—indeed, 
since the “troubled times ”—it has 
been sorely depleted. .1 was down 
in that part of the country last 
summer, -and -passing through  Ban- 
don on my way to the 
saddened by the sight of the charred 
ruins of stle rnard, formerly 
Lord Bandon's place, which was 
burned out in 1922. :
